SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Estates and Trusts
2-106.

(2) (1) In Charles County, the sessions of the Court shall be held on at
least one day each week, as determined by the Court, for the transaction of business.
